Ma lice Wa s No t Pro v ed 


Newspapers have oarticular cause to be re­ 
lieved by the Supreme Court decision reversin g 
a libel judgmen t won bv former Maj. Gen . Ed­ 
win A. Walker. 
Two of the n in e justices, Black an d Douglas, 
do n ot believe libel judgmen ts are con sisten t 
with the First Amen dmen t to the Con stitution . 
They join ed with a seven -man majority , which 
reason ed that Gen . Walker in 1962 had in truded 
himself an d his views in to public issues so 
aggressively he had ceased to en joy the status 
of private citizen an d had become a con trover­ 
sial public figure. 
In 1964 the Supreme Court ruled that public 
figures in the ey e of con troversial storms can ­ 
n ot be libeled un less they can prove malice 
Let it be recalled that in 1962 Gen . Walker 
was in con troversy up to his epaulets. He had 
been relieved of his comman d in the Army an d 
was accusin g the govern men t of muzzlin g him. 
He had jumped in to Tex as politics. 
When the in ciden t at the Un iversity of Missis­ 
sippi occurred that led to the libel action s, 
Gen . Walker was admittedly in the midst of it 
— a profession al soldier len din g his presen ce 


an d en couragemen t to a violen t mob He had 
sought out an d en gaged in con troversy in a 
man n er that caused some observers to believe 
he might have lost his men tal balan ce. 
His libel action was on e more in a lon g- 
run n in g series whereby plain tiffs have tried to 
assuage their hurt feelin gs with pecun iary balm 
squeezed out of the publishin g in dustry . If the 
judgmen t of a Tex as court had been upheld on 
appeal to the Supreme Court, the triumph 
would n ot have belon ged to justice but to a 
practice that has paid off han dsomely at the 
ex pen se of the con stitution al guaran tee that 
freedom of the press can n ot be abridged 
It has been abridged every time a plain tiff 
has collected on a libel suit n ot based on prov­ 
able malice. 
Gen Walker had n o proof of malice 
He was in Ox ford. Miss 
in con n ection with 
the James Meredith admission riots. To have 
reported his presen ce an d what he did to make 
his presen ce felt was n ot malice. It was report­ 
in g. 
Newspaper people can rest easier with Gen . 
Walker’s preceden t out of their thoughts.

Presiden t John son say s the role of the Un ited 
State» in the Middle East n ow is on e of re­ 
buildin g an d “puttin g together a human equa­ 
tion where men can live together in peace an d 
harmUfty .” 
Lost in a maze of high-min dedn ess is the 
hard truth un derly in g the n eed for rebuildin g in 
the Middle East. 
The hard truth is that what n eeds to be re­ 
built was torn down by Middle Eastern ers. Why 
should the Un ited States rebuilt it? 
The American is hated in Arab coun tries. 
The Un ited States Embassy an d the Un ited 
States In formation Agen cy Library in Cairo 
have been destroy ed again . 
n ation s have broken off diplomatic rela- 
tian i with the Un ited States Presiden t Nasser 
of Egy pt has refused to pay back huge loan s 


made to his coun try by the Un ited States. Nas­ 
ser has cast his lot with the Soviet Un ion . 
What else do Arab n ation s have to do before 
the John son admin istration gets the message? 
How much lon ger will U S tax pay er mon ey 
be poked down a rat-hole before someon e sees 
it gain s n othin g for our coun try but virulen t at­ 
tacks, embarrassmen t an d addition al world ten ­ 
sion . 
The Un ited States, in compassion for suffer­ 
in g human bein gs, will make a con certed effort 
to help refugees cast adrift by the war. There 
is n o argumen t with that position . 
But wher it comes to the san d castles kicked 
over by an gry little men , let them rebuild 
them by the sweat of their own brows. 
Perhaps, the n ex t time they wouldn 't be so 
hasty in kickin g them over.

Wha t Of The Peo ple? 


WASHINGTON 
Sometimes the Supreme Court gets idealism 
an d realism mix ed up. It happen ed this week 
when it tighten ed the screws even further again st 
police “buggin g” — electron ic eavesdroppin g— 
in crimin al in vestigation s. 
The court threw out the bribery con viction of 
Ralph Berger, a Chicago public relation s man . 
The decision was a tight fit, 5 to 4. It was a 
good ex ample of how n in e justices can look 
at the same problem an d draw opposite con ­ 
clusion s. 
The key in this case is how the Con stitution 's 
Fourth Amen dmen t was in terpreted. 
That amen dmen t say s: 
The right of the peo­ 
ple to be secure in their person s, houses, papers 
an d effects, again st un reason able searches an d 
seizures, shall n ot be violated, an d n o warran ts 
shall be issued, but upon probable cause, sup­ 
ported by oath or affirmation , an d particularly 
describin g the place to be searched an d the 
person s or thin gs to be seized ” 
With these con stitution al rcauiremen ts in min d, 
New York State passed a /aw which savs pol­ 
ice can bug if they get permission from a 
judge, provided they swear un der oath there is 
"reason able groun d to believe that eviden ce of 
crime may be thus obtain ed.” 
Un der this law police did their buggin g in (he 
Berger case an d the state later admitted that 
without the eavesdroppin g a con viction could 
rot have been obtain ed 


BEFORE HE retired Mon day Justice T om 
ClaHc wrote the majority opin ion , throwin g out 
B ergers con viction . Why ? Clark gave various 
reason s. He foun d fauit with the New York law 
which said a judge could permit buggin g if the 
po lice gave him “reason able groun d” to believe 
it mig ht un veil eviden ce of a crime 
Clhrk said this was too broad too sweepin g, 
tha t New York’s "reason able cause” phrase 
wasn ’t good en ough sin ce the Fourth Amen d­ 
men t talks about “probable cause.” 
The security of on e’s privacy again st arbitrary 
in trusion by the police. Clark said, is at the 
core of the Fourth Amen dmen t an d is basic to 
a free society . 
Tie said, “We.can n ot forgive the requiremen ts 
of the Fourth |m en dm en t in the na me of law 


But that would be alright accordin g to Jaffe, 
because the reverse would be true part of the 
y ear. 
Clock an d sun time n o lon ger would sy n chro­ 
n ize. the progn osticator poin ts out. 
He en vision s three-shift use of roads, schools 
an d factories as common practice 
Also, he sees greater freedom an d max imum 
use of cultural facilities if our habits were n ot 
key ed to the risin g an d settin g of the sun .

Few threats to liberty ex ist 
which are greater than that posed by the use of

He clearly did n ot ban all use of electron ic 
eavesdroppin g, for he poin ted out that the court 
“un der specific con dition s an d circumstan ces” 
in the past sustain ed the use of eavesdroppin g 
devices.” 
If this seemed like hair • splittin g to make 
a poin t — which is goin g to make it far tougher 
for cops to eavesdrop on crimin als — justice 
Hugo L. Black an d the other three justices who 
disagreed with Clark certain ly thin k so. 
In a scorchin g dissen t. Black said. 
It seems 
obvious to me that its (the court’s) holdin g, by 
treatin g obstacles that can n ot be overcome, 
makes it completely impossible for the state 
or federal govern men t ever to have a valid 
eavesdroppin g statute.” 


HE SUGGESTED the reason Clark an d the 
other four justices makin g up the majority took 
the position they did is that they have a hos­ 
tility to eavesdroppin g as “ign obie” an d “dirty 
busin ess.” 
Black added: “Crimes, un speakably h or r i d 
crimes, are with us in this coun try , an d we 
can n ot afford to dispen se with an y kn own meth­ 
od of detectin g them un less it is forbidden by 
the Con stitution or deemed in advisable by leg­ 
islative policy — n either of which I believe to 
be true about eavesdroppin g.” 
He poin ted out that eavesdroppin g eviden ce 
picked up by in dividuals without machin es is 
admissible in court an d asked: Why n ot eviden ce 
picked up by machin es, which are more re­ 
liable? 
Black said he does n ot thin k eviden ce picked 
up by electron ic buggin g should be used again st 
a defen dan t if it violates the Fourth Amen dmen t, 
but “I do n ot believe the Fourth Amen dmen t or 
an y other ban s the use of eviden ce obtain ed by 
eavesdroppin g ” 
In order to kn ock out the New York law, 
Black said, the Supreme Court has just rewrit­ 
ten the Fourth Amen dmen t. 
The poin t he made, of course, was this- The 
court is spen din g a lot of time worry in g about 
the rights of crimin als, but what about the safe­ 
ty of the ¡jpople who lead decen t, orderly lives?

an d bitter strike.” on e of the 
auto in dustry s most sophisti­ 
cated an d in fluen tial policy ­ 
makin g ex ecutives told this 
in quirin g column ist. 
The in dustrialist, world fa­ 
mous in his field, had set the 
groun d rules for the con versa­ 
tion . It was to be a briefin g 
by a “high official” similar to 
a talk with Dean Rusk or a 
Presiden tial adviser. 
"Walter has over-committed 
people.” said the corporation ex ecutive, himself 
a y oun g veteran of man y a bout with Presiden t 
Reuther of the Un ited Auto Workers. "He has 
over-ex ten ded himself. He has made great 
speeches in un matched eloquen ce but this time 
he can ’t deliver to his people on such a vast 
scale. So there'll be a hell of a strike that could 
go right in to the win ter.” 
Over-committed to whom? The an swer was 
"for, ex ample to some 200.000 men referred to 
in this in dustry as the skilled craftsmen .” 
The word here is that the “red head” had 
met secretly with leaders of those skilled 
tradesmen some two mon ths ago in the un ion 's 
headquarters kn own as "Solidarity House ’’ The 
talk was blun t Some of those across the table 
from Reuther had been behin d the distribution 
of leaflets praisin g Reuther's person al Mephi- 
stopheles otherwise kn own as George Mean v, 
himself on ce a skilled craftsman . In effect, ac­ 
cordin g to this report. Reuther told the skilled 
"crowd" that they could write their own set of 
deman ds on the auto in dustry . 


AND THEY COULD veto an y pact made by 
the various topside n egotiators such as the 
Ford or Gen eral Motors Coun cils, if the fin al 
settlemen t did n ot suit the skilled crafts. This 
veto power must be given them, un der the auto 
un ion con stitution , by the n ation al un ion 's In ter 
n ation al Ex ecutive Board 
Reuther in dicated 
the veto power would be gran ted to those in 
the room with him. 
In turn there was cordial agreemen t at this 
armistice talk that the an ti-Reuther agitation 
would stop — especially at the then upcomin g 
April Special Con ven tion then about a mon th 
away . An d it did turn out to be the most 
whoopin g pro-Reuther demon stration sin ce he 
took over the CIO an d gulped his on e an d on ly 
drin k of whisky back in '52. 
How had Reuther overcommitted himself? 
That will be seen when the craftsmen —who do 
carpen terin g, electrical work, machin e repair­ 
in g. etc. — deman d what similar craftsmen get 
outside the mass production plan ts. An d some 
of those "outside” pacts have brought as much 
as $78 dollars a week over three y ears. 
Furthermore, if the Un ited Auto Workers give 
the skilled tradesmen veto power over n egotia- 


tion s, it would be impolitic n ot to give equal 
power to other groups of workers. There is Ar­ 
ticle 19. Sec. 3 of the UAW Con stitution . It say s 
"upon application to an d approval of the In ter­ 
n ation al Ex ecutive Board, a ratification proce­ 
dure may be adopted wherein appren ticeable 
skilled trades an d related workers, production 
workers, office workers, en gin eers, an d techn i­ 
cian s would vote separately on con tractual mat­ 
ters common to all an d in the same vote on 
those matters which relate ex clusively to their 
group.” 


"THAT MEANS an y section can veto their 
own piece of the fin al agreemen t.” said my 
source rather glumly , “an d then picket the 
gates so every thin g shuts up tight. I don ’t kn ow 
how Walter can beat this even if he tries.” 
Where will he try first? The guess — an d the 
talk here — is at the Ford Motor Co.

Malice Was Not Proved 


N ewspapers have particular cause to be re ­ 
lieved bv the Suprem e Court decision reversing 
a libel judgm ent won by form er M aj. Gen. Ed­ 
win A W alker. 
Two of the nine justices. Black and IVniglas, 
do not believe libel judgm ents are consistent 
with the First Am endment to the Constitution. 
They’ joined with a seven m an m ajority, which 
reasoned that Gen W alker in 1962 had intruded 
himself and his views into public issues so 
aggressively lie had ceased to enjoy the status 
of private citizen and had become a controver­ 
sial public figure 
In 1964 the Suprem e Court ruled that public 
figures in the eye of controversial storm s can­ 
not be libeled unless they can prove m alice 
Let it be recalled that in 1962 Gen. W alker 
was in controversy up to his epaulets He had 
been relieved of his com m and in the Arm v and 
was accusing the governm ent of muzzling him. 
He had jum ped into Texas politics. 
When the incident at the U niversity of M issis­ 
sippi occurred that led to the libel actions, 
Gen. W alker was adm ittedly in the m idst of it 
— a professional soldier lending his presence 


and encouragem ent to a violent mob He had 
sought out and engaged in controversy in a 
m anner thai caused som e observers to believe 
he m ight have lost his m ental balance 
His libel action was one m ore in a long- 
running series whereby plaintiffs have tried to 
assuage their hurt feelings with pecuniary halm 
squeezed out of the publishing industry lf the 
judgm ent of a Texas court had been upheld on 
appeal 
to the Suprem e Court, 
the

would not have belonged to justice but to a 
practice that has paid off handsomely at the 
expense of the constitutional guarantee that 
freedom of the press cannot be abridged 
It has been abridged every tim e a plaintiff 
has collected on a libel suit not based on prov­ 
able m alice.

ened by m ilitary attack and the setting up of a 
m echanism to settle or arbitrate legal qu**- 
tions. including the right of passage through es­ 
sential waterways. 
Why. it m ay be asked, did the fighting con 
tinue even after the cease-fire was demanded 
by the United Nations? Obviously, it was lack 
of faith in the capacity of Ihe U N. to settle the 
big issues. 
Hence. Israel endeavored to occupy positions 
which would perm it advantageous bargaining at 
the peace table Israel could then give up some 
of what it had obtained by m ilitary noeratinns 
in neighboring lands in exchange for a satisfar 
tory system for the control of the Suez Canal 
and tile Gulf of Aqaba 
The 
Israelis doubtless 
will 
insist 
also on 
being allowed to retain possession of all of J e ­ 
rusalem under some form of international su­ 
pervision 
But even when a peace treaty Is draw n up 
between the Arab countries and Israel, this bv 
Itself will constitute no assurance against a re 
currence of m ilitary action unless both sides 
feel secure 


IF THE United Nations had carried on a thor­ 
ough investigation of the buildup of m llitan 
power bv the countries of the Middle East in 
the last few years, tile danger of w ar would 
have been recognized. 
The U N ., unfortunately, did not m aintain a 
large enough peace-keeping force to prevent 
one side frrm attacking the other. 
The big problem of assuring peace can hard 
ly be solved if Soviet autocracy continues In 
supply arm s to sm aller countries and encour­ 


ages them to enter into quarrels with their 
neighbors 
N asser would not have dared to start trouble 
last month, bv dem anding withdraw al of the 
U N s peace keeping force 
if he hadn't felt 
sure 
that 
the 
Soviet 
government 
somehow 
would aid him He was m istaken but previous 
Soviet policy is still to blame. 
A continuance of the alliances of potential ag 
gressors only m eans that m ore and more a r­ 
m am ent will have to be m ade available bv the 
U N itself for the defense of sm all countries 
Otherwise, sooner or later, regional conflicts 
such as the world has just witnessed in thf 
Middle East will surely break out again 
To keep the peace is the function of the Unit 
ed Nations, but unless the peoples cf all mem 
ber states are apprised of the farts and can 
exert a decisive influence, there will be local 
wars which could be enlarged into another work 
war.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House has okayed for another 
year the program under which 
the military gives free ammuni­ 
tion to the National Rifle Asso­ 
ciation-strongest of the groups 
trying to influence gun-control 
legislation. 
A defense appropriations hill 
approved by the House Tuesday 
included $1.9 million to cover 
the cost of ammunition given by 
the Army’s Division of Civilian 
Marksmanship—DCM—to 
5.800 
shooting clubs around the coun­ 
try 
These clubs all are affiliated 
with the NRA. An Army regula­ 
tion permits only NRA mem­ 
bers to get the ammunition 
NRA affiliates also are the

How much of NRA's member­

ANSWER: When pieces of wood fall into water, such as 
ponds, lakes, stream s, rivers or the ocean, they float and 
are often carried away by currents. Such pieces may be from 
dead or living trees, from wrecked boats, from wooden boxes 
or other objects. Because it drifts, this is called driftwood, a 
name by which it is still known when it washes up on some 
beach or shoreline. Picnickers often gather such pieces to 
make cheerful fires on which to roast wieners or marshmal­ 
lows. But driftwood has other possibilities. After being bat­ 
tered around in the water, it becomes very interesting to 
look at. The surface becomes a soft satiny gray. Soft parts 
rot away, leaving the hard grain showing, often in beautiful 
patterns. In our upper picture. Mary and Jack have dis­ 
covered bits of gnarled driftwood which suggest that by 
putting pieces together, amusing figures can be made, such 
as the sea king. Later, Jack connected the pieces by boring 
holes and putting in wooden pins or dowels. Good material 
may also be found in the woods (lower right).

Atto rney Fees Ruling 


YOUNGSTOWN - The Sev­ 
enth District Ap p ellate C o u r t 
has ruled on the first ap p lica­ 
tion ever made to it for attor­ 
ney lees in an indigent crim­ 
inal case. 
Atty s. Howard M. Nazor and 
Gordon L. Nazor of Ashtabula 
asked the court to allow them 
61,000 for work done on the ap ­ 
p eal of Robert Le Roy Pruett, 
convicted of first-degree murder 
by a Common Pleas Court jury 
in Ashtabula County . 


THEY BASED the request on 
200 hours of work between Ap ril 
29, 1965, and March 23, 1966, at 
640 an hour. 
Judges John J. Ly nch and Jo­ 
sep h E. O’Neill concurred in set­ 
ting a max imum fee of 62,000 
as the Ap p ellate Court comp en­ 
sation for ap p eals in first-degree 
murder cases and allowed the 
Nazors that amount for services 
rendered the defendant on ap ­ 
p eal 
The Pruett trial lasted ap p rox ­ 
imately 25 day s and the two at­ 


torney s, ap p ointed by Common 
Pleas Court, received ap p rox i­ 
mately 67.000 for defending Pru­ 
ett. 
While that fee had no rela­ 
tion to the one for rep resenting 
Pruett on ap p eal, Judges Ly nch 
and O’Neill noted that the Ash­ 
tabula C o u n t y p rosecutor re­ 
ceives 69,550 p er y ear and “if 
we allow the full amount re­ 
quested, each ap p licant would 
be p aid for one case almost as 
much as the p rosecuting attor­ 
ney was p aid for the entire 
y ear. This is unreasonable and 
unrealistic.” 


IN A dissenting o p i n i o n , 
Presiding Judge G e o r g e M. 
Jones said he anticip ates more 
ap p lications for fees involving 
other criminal ap p eals and said 
“p olicy must be set and guide­ 
lines drawn so trial judges and 
ap p ointed lawy ers know what to 
ex p ect." 
He said the Ap p ellate Court 
should consider the fee sched- 


ules of the County Bar Associa­ 
tion in deciding on fee ap p lica­ 
tions. 
“If justice is to be served,” 
Judge Jones said, “it w o ul d 
seem logical that it would be 
more likely better done by a 
comp etent lawy er who can ex ­ 
p ect a fair fee for Ms time and 
advice.” 
“I consider a fair fee to be 
p aid to court - ap p ointed law­ 
y ers. if the County Bar Associ­ 
ation does not have a fee sched­ 
ule, to be 620 p er hour a n d 
6150 p er ap p earance in our court 
up on a merit hearing.”
